(b)  A refund  will  bo  made  by  tho  Athletic 
Department  on  all  \anused  tickets  ordered 
by  tho  Commanding  Officer. 

(c)  Tho  men  must  bo  in  a group  and  must  be 
under  tho  supervision  of  an  Army  Officer, 
Educational  Advisor,  Forestry  Superinten- 
dent, or  foreman.
